/ storing the generated capcode in a central database; 

programming a paging unit of the paging service subscriber associated with the capcode; 
correlating the capcode stored in the central database with the capcode programmed into 
the paging unit; and 

transmitting the advertisement script and the message to the paging unit based upon the 
correlation.
